Kidnap suspect was convicted in Texas death 

nmevHows writer Records show 10 years probation in case hold him back, ilie' records say. '

TWIN FALLS - A man ivho shot him- 
self Friday as lawmen closed in to airiist 
him on suspicion of kidnapping and rail- 
ing his' former girlfriend had been con- 
victed of shooting a man to death in 
Texas in 1994. 

The suspect in the kidnapping, 
Dagoberto Limon, 24, of Twin Falls, shot 
himself during a standoff with police, 
according to Twin i'ails Police reports. 

Even with the death, Twin Falls 
Sheriff’s investigators say they'll com- 
plete the investigation into the incident. 

Tivin Falls Police say Limon was wait- 
ing for his girlfriend, a waitress at Cafe 
OIc, 1288 Blue Lakes Blvd. N, when she 


arrived at work Friday about noon, lie 
ran into the resi.tiirunt and forced her 
out to the car at gunpoint, police say. 

The woman got free near Filer about 
three hours later. Sheriff's rcpuris say. 
Deputies cornered Limon at a farm at 
4400 Nonh and 2100 East, wlierc he shot 
liimsclf. 

Limon already was on prubniioii on an 
involuntary manslaughter cliargc. 

Limon was charged with first-degree 
murder in August 19^4 for shouting a 
man in Laredo, Texas, according to'lVcbb 
County, Texas, court records. 

Two months later, Limon pleaded 
guilty to involuntary manslauiducr and 


WO.S sentenced to 10 years probation, the 
records say. 

Limon was arrested by Twin Falls 
Police Oct. 19 after they were called to 
an argument at liis home in the 400 block 
of Gardner, according to police report.'.. 

When officers arrived, a friend of his 
girlfriend was trying to restrain him, ilic 
report said. The same girlfriend was kid- 
napped Friday, police stiy. 

The pair had two children, police said, 
and Limon was due in court Friday for a 
custody dispute. Fetirful of Limon, the 
woman spent Christmas night at a co- 
worker’s home. 

Limon had lieen arguing with his girl- 
friend Oct. 19, and the other woman said 


Limon had pushed her ns she tried to 
luild him back, the records say. 

Officers sent Linu)n tt) ins parents’ 
house, a few blocks away. 

As officers left the resilience, lliey 
found it 9 mm handgun on :i chair on tlie 
front porch, the report said. Neither 
Limon's girlfriend or her friend knew 
where the gun had come from, ilie rc-|H)ri 
said. 

Officers followed Limon and arrested 
iiim for domestic assault and simple biu- 
tery after his girlfriend s;iid lie h;id 
tlirealcned to kill her, the report siiiil. 

Limon wiis sclieduled to face jury trial 
on the charges Jan. 21.

that airline passengers wear 
seat lielts whenever they arc 
seated — not just when fasten 
seat belt signs arc turned on.

FAIRFAX,. Va. (AP) —To watdi 
Carol Horn in her social studies 
classroom is to watch a master 
teacher at work. 

. Mrs. Horn lets the sutli-gmdcrs 
at William Halley Elementary 
School do most of the talking. But 
she guides them carefully through 
time and topic, covering propagan- 
da and pilgrims, geography and 
history, writing and art, prompting 
students to display their factual 
knowledge and ability to reason 
through problems. 

“They didn’t want their children 
to grow up like the Dutch,” said 
one student, explaining why pil- 
grims left Holland despite liaving 
religious freedom. Later, a student 
suggests negative advertising in a 
make-believe campaign to entice 
Europeans to choose one colony 
over another.

Tlic order audiorizcs pay raises 
of 2.3 percent for Vice President 
Al Core, federal judges and mem- 
bers of Congress. The raise for 
members of Congress — from ' 
S133.G00 to S13G.700 — is based 
on a provision in a spending bill 
signed by Clinton in October.

Scene.s of ma-ssivc sluiigliier, fol- 
lowed l)y scnibbing and disinfect- 
ing, were played out at luindreds 
of poultry markets and barms. 

In the markets, government 
workers in white .surgical masks 
and gloves moved down aisles 
holding clipboards, keeping count 
as hurcfaccd and barehtmded ven- 
dors calmly pulled birds from 
cages and drew their knives cpiick- 
ly across tlte necks. 

llie teams threw the carctisses 
in plastic gnrbage bugs, toiesed in 
cupfuls of lime, then sealed the 
hags in trash bins for iransporta- 
lion to govemment-nin landfills. 

On farms, government teams 
placed chickens into gtirbage bags 
and pi|)od uirlxm dioxide imo the 
bags ihroiigli hoses, 
by evening, hundreds of hags of 
carais.ses had l>een tnicked to gov- 
eniinem landfills, Offidtils exi>ect* 
ed to kill idtoiit 1.2 million chick- 
ens, along with uncoumed ducks, 
geese, (]iiail and other puultry. 

The government ordered the 
slaughter after discovering the 
influenza virus A 1!.‘>N1 among 



cliickens on a fann. 'Hie dnus has 
long been known to infect birds, 
hut it jumped to humans for the 
first time (liis year. 

As of Monday. 13 people were 
confirmed as having the flu, 
including the four who died and 
sbt who recovea*d fully. Seven oth- 
ers were saspocicd of having the 
flu, including two ivho recovered. 

Experts do not know whether 
humans can get the vinis from 
each other or just from birds. 
Another question is wlieiher llie 
vims is primarily airlwme or if it 
can he contracted hy handling 
bird droppings. There is no vac- 
cine. 

Not everyone e.xposed to the 
virus falls ill, however. At least 
nine people develoixtJ aniilxKlies 
to die flu vnthmit having marked 
flu symptems. No ixmtiry workers 
are known to have been sickened. 

Vendors “iviil not l>e allowed to 
sell any pouhi 7 until the poultry 
are confirmed to be safe," Chow 
U)i, an environmental health offi- 
cial, said as he supervised the 
slaiigliterat Hung Horn Market, 
‘■'lliis is one of the ways to pre- 


vent the spre.ad of the ilisease. to 
get rid of tlie smirce," he siiid. 

However, critics said ilmi could 
not lie assured Itecause the source 
of the virus rcinauis unknown.

• SPOKANE (AP) — TJie “angry 
outsider" has come iasiiie. 

Chief City Council critic and 
neighborhood advocate John 
Talbott became Mayor John 
Talbott Monday and Iwgan trying 
to repair rifts with council mem- 
bers and city officials he earlier 
had asked to resign. 

Talbott said he was unfairly 
portrayed during the campaign 
as an "angry outsider” who dis- 
likes everything about City Hall.

Generosity results In loss of job 

l was fired from Magic Hot Springs 
Youth Camp last week for giving candy 
to a child. 

After two Ixiysat the facility ran away 
on Dec. 2, the .staff decided that proper 
punishment would Ik* for ilium to sit on 
diuirs for almost two weeks, lliey were 
allowed to get up only to go to the haih- 
nxim, shower and then go to bed. llic 
hoys received no counseling during this 
time and were not allowed to speak. No 
one ivns allowed to speak to tliem. 

After olmo.st two iveeks of this punish- 
ment, I gave one of Uie boys a smtiU 
amount of candy. The boy bad been sit- 
ting in his chiiir watching ilic other t)oy.s 
punicii»ate in tt Clirisimas party. ’Hie t)oy 
iiml tears in hi.s eyes. I got him a smidl 
araimnt of candy. Another staff member 
got liiin a soda. ’Hie cliild tlninked us. 

According to the Idaho Child Protec- 
tion Act, if a person thinks a child is be- 


ing abused or neglected, that person is 
retiuired to report the infonniiiion to 
authorities. I reported iliir. infonnalimi 
to the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare. ’Hie deparimem infnnned tlie li- 
censing people in Boise. Licensing in 
Boise called me at home to ask about 
my concerns, I was told that iny name 
would not be mentioned. 

Licensing arrived on Thursday and 
spoke to some of the staff and .some of 
the hoy.s. 1 was fired an hour after the 
licensing team left tlie facility. I was 
told hy Executive Director Mike Hutdi- 
ings that the reason I was being fired 
was because 1 gave the boy candy. 

I feel that turning in ibe complaint to 
the Uepartmem of Healili and Welfare 
was the correct thing to do. I am not .say- 
ing that the Ixiys siiould not have had 
conse<iuenccs for running away. But be- , 
ing made to sit in a chair for almost two 
weeks i.s too severe for any child. 

I have a great concern for all the 
hoys whf) are residing at the camp. 

Staff members apparently had no coti; 
cerns about the tjT)e of puni-shment be- 
ing used on ific boys and, iberefore, 
felt it was not nece.ssary to report possi- 
ble abuse nr neglect. Now that I have 
been “fired for giving candy to a 
diild," will the staff be more rehiciani 
to report possible abuse or neglect in 
the future? I gues.s only time will tell.

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Other fees may rise if access free 


BOISE (AP) — State regulators 
arc advising lawmakers that 
slashing charges local telephone 
companies impose on competi- 
tors for their local service cus- 
tomers could mean higher 
charges elsewhere. 

In a report filed with the 
Legislature ahead of next 
month’s annual session, the 
Public Utilities Commission 
declined to conclude that so- 
called access charges arc exces- 
sive. 

Although long distance compa- 
nies like AT&T, MCI and Sprint 
face some of the nation’s hipest 
access chafes in Idaho, the com- 
mission said only a company-by- 
company cost-allocation analyses 
conducted after a cost model is 
adopted can determine if those 
charges arc excessive. It indicat- 
ed a. cost model would be adopt- 
O'] next year. 

If that model shows access 
charges in excess of legitimate 


earnings for those service.s, the 
commission said it would consid- 
er ordering a reduction. 

“But if the commission finds 
that a company i.s not over-earn- 
ing, it is important to understand 
that reductions in nccc.s.s charge 
rates may have to be offset by 
increasing some other ratc,’^ 
according to the 12-page report. 

Access charges arc paid by 
long-distance companies to con- 
nect to the local service tele- 
phone system — primarily the 
systems operated by US West 
and GTE in- Idaho. Right now, 
those charges arc imposed on 
long-distance calls made through 
AT&T or another long-distance 
company within the .service tetri- 
tones of the local exchange com- 
panies — most of southern Idaho 
in thccoscof USWc.st. 

Currently tho.so charges gener- 
ate $34.5 million n year and 
account for anywlierc from 7 per- 
cent of US West’s intrastate rev- 


enue to 60 percent nf the 
• intrastate revenue for Gem State 
Utilities Corp., one of the 11 
small rural phone companies. 

AT&T and other long-distance 
carriers trying to get into the 
lo?!il service market claim the 
commis.sion fell short of meeting 
the legislative directive by not 
lowering the access rates immedi- 
ately. They confend existing 
access fees not only inflate the 
cost of their long-distance service 
within Uie local exchange territo- 
ries but also economically elimi- 
nates them from competing for 
local service customcr.s as 
Congress contemplated. 

“The commission’s failure to 
take this step mcan.s that idaho 
consumers and busine.ss owners 
will continue to ptiy higlier than 
necessary rates for intrastate 
long distance calls and will be 
unable to reap the benefits of 
real competition in local tele- 
phone markets,” said Eileen

TWIN FALLS - Scientists have been 
dusting nff and tuning up equipment at a 
state lab that s:it empty for nearly two 
years. 

The tlirce.person staff at the Idaho 
Food Quality Assurance Lab on the 
College of Southern Idaho’s camptts has 
been prcpiiring the lab for operation for 
nearly three months. Commodities 
groups and regulatory agendas cm hire 
the hih to test crops for chemic.-il re.siduc. 

The documentation and protocol are 
extensive, said Wa>-ne ntiessen of Boise, 
cliuirman of the Idaho Food Quality 
Assurance lastiiuie. It's imprirtant to be 
thorougii,lie.siiid. 

“1 think everybody is coiamiited to 
being successful this time," Thicssen 
said. 

Potato samples iJready are in lab freez- 
ers, and the lalt could Iw ready to lx.-gin 
te.siing in Jamiary, he sttid. 

Tlic Lep.slniuru in 1997 usiabti.shed the 
institute - a commission representing 
agriculture, consumers, educatimt and 
the statu. It ntiLsi re<ipen the lab that Gov. 
Phil Batt shutdown in 1996 because of 
negligent testing prticticcs and its drain 
on (he state budget. 

Tills time around (he appointed com- 
mission will govern the lab, and the 
University of Idaho will manage it. In the 
p.vit, Uie stale Department of Agriculture 
handled both staffing and <ivcrsighi. 
Oimmodities groups are pledging annual 
funding for three years to get the lab 
going. _ 

TTic institute has secured more finan- 
cial support, Tliie.ssen said. The Idaho 
Mint ^nimlssion and (he Idaho Alfalfa 
Sued Commission each have pledged 
$5,000 annually for three years in 
exchtinge for the lab’.s services. Tltc state 
gave (he lab SII.OOO from u Ieg.il settle- 
mem involving reside price fi-ving of ,igri- 
cultural chemicals. That money will be 
used tu Iniy ami upgrade the lib's com- 
puter .sy.siem. 

■ The new pledges boost lab support

sioned tests. Tlie lab nenv has annual su|>- 
pon totaling nearly $300,000, not includ- 
ing the legal settlement. 

Johannes Corley, who liolds a doctor- 
ate in iutalyiiciil chemisiiy, is the scien- 
tist in charge, lie is jtiined by chemist 
Amanda Mmziger and lab luchnician 
Nicde Bock. 

Sonic new uquipment had to be 
ordered, specifically a w.iier preireat- 
mem ^em, Corley said.

BURLEV - Tlie Burley Public

All the books had to be moved 
off the shelves and out of the 
library so carpet layers could 
take up the old carpet and put 
down the new. Library employ- 
ees boxed up the books and 
marked them. 

“It’s quite a job," Green said, 
“since the old carpet is glued 
down. Ilie floor used to .squeak, 
but that’s stopped since they took 
up that section of carpel." i 
The renovation project has 
been a community effort. Boise 
Cascade donated 1,000 50-pound 
potato boxes with lids for the

hooks; Handy Trucking donated 
a trailer for storing books and 
furniture during the renovation.

Overland Bridge project hits snag Transit exec

BURLEY - The S6 million reno- 
vation planned for the Overland 
-Avenue bridge won’t .start for at 
least another two months, Idaiio 
Transportation Department offi- 
cials said Mond,iy. 

Construction had been sciied- 
tiled to start in January, but some 
right-of-way and utility issues 
pushed the project farther back 
chan anticipated, ITD District 
Engineer Devin Rigby said. 

“We plan to adverti.se for con- 
tractors at the beginning of 
February," lie said. “We are 
putting the plans together for a 
final design.” 

Rigby .said his team is paying 
attention to every detail in the 
design so the bidding coniractors 
will he able to estimate the final 
cost as ncoiratcly as possible. 

“'Ilie mure clear and complete 


the plans," he said, “the more 
appropriate the bid.” 

ITD officials had said they 
planned to begin the three-week 
advertisement for contractors in 
December, but disagreements 
over property values contributed 
to the project’s setbacks. 

Joey Christiansen, owner of 
Ciirisiianscn Implement, would 
■not accept FIU’s appraisal of his 
road-front property. The state 
needs his land Co widen the bridge, 
but be .said tlie .state's apprai.su! 
did not take into account die 
effects on hLs busine.ss. 

Cliristiansen recently accepted 
the department’s offer for iiis 
land, because the deparcineni 
was going to take the property 
anyway, he .said. ‘Hie deal alloivs 
Christiansen to continue his figlit 
for more money. He said his 
change of heart came in an 
“effort to be flexible." 

The utility issues have been 


resolved as well. Project 
Development Engineer Lamar 
Duffinsaid. 

Burley Public Works Director 
Leon Bcdkc said (he state's set- 
backs did not affect Burley's 
rcspoiuibiliiy to extend utilities 
across the Snake River along the 
bridge.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ba^inc«cs hig 
and small are finding creative ways to 
keep and niirnct qualified workers us 
lielp-wanied signs multiply across the 
country. 

Ilio nation's uncmplojTnem rate — 4.6 
iwrcent in November — is tiie lowest in 
24 years, happy news that creates an 
unaccustomed problem for employers in 
filling vacant jobs, 

lliey em't simply ral.se wages, liecaase 
with inflation hovering around 2 percent, 
'I tliree-dccadc low, they must contain 
costs and prices to .stay cumpeiilivu. 

'Ilie Ixtitom line for many of Amcrici's 
workers is only slightly bigger raises — 
alKiiit 4 percent tills year compared lo 3.5 
pcrcuiii liLst year — but a lot more flexi- 
bility on how and when they tt-ork. 

Qtnsider florist John Nidiotson, otvner 
of Otmpany Flowers! in Arlington, Va., a 
prosperous suburb of Washington. He 
prefers to run his shop with a core of 
three to four full-time .s,-iles clerks. 

Util full-timers with knowledge of (low- 
ers, the t.'ict to take funeral orders and the 
ability to operate a computer are scarce. 
So to gut employees with the qimlifica- 
lioas lie needs, he juggled the .scliedule to 
accommodate 10 to 12 part-timers. 

“We find thiU people who are willing to 
be sales people, primarily housewives 
whose children are no longer around the 
home, ^ire willing to come in and work — 
but only in the morning or aJftemoon," he 
•s.iiii, 

To cover weekends, when homemakers 
don't want to work, he’s started hiring 
recent college graduates in full-time 
starter jobs who need the extra income of 


a part-time second jnb. 

Plus he looks to offer modest 
perquisite whenever he can. 

“We now provide flowers for a bagel 
company, and in return we get bagels for 
our employees,” he said. 

In Skokie, 111., Fel-Pro Inc., a gasket 
manufacturer, has long been recognized 
as a company with excellent beneflts. Its 
in-hou-w day care and summer camp for 
employees' children, 
pmfit-sltaring, career 
development pro- 
gram and on- 
premi.se fitnc.ss cen- 
ter rcguharly cam it 
recognition. 

Yet it still must 
work hard to keep 
its staff » 2,000 peo- 
ple in Skokie, 3,000 
worldwide. 

“It's’ tough, to pm

“It's light fnim Boston to San Fninclsco, 
you’re- liurd-pressecf to find a regional 
ecimomy that's not stniggling wiili a tiglit 
Wxir market," be said.

"Firms are always reluctant to lay 
employees off until they're sure they 
don't need them,” said economist William 
Dunkellxirg of the National Fedeniiion of 
Independent Busine.ss, "Tlus lime, firms 
will have to lx; really sure Ixtfore tiiey let 
people go. Employees are just Kxi hard to 
gut.”

The new discount rates under- 
state the actual return to inve.stors 
— 5.429 percent for three-month 
bills with a 510,000 hill selling for 
$9,867.90 and 5.504 percent for a 
six-month bill .selling for 59,734.30.

Broader measures also posted big 
gains as many traders returned
